include a safety check of the

He pointed out that a period-
fcal check of your own vehicle
would greatly reduce traffic
accidents, According to Lt
Nash, if every driver would
check his or her vehicle to see
if all lights were working: if
the brakes needed adjustment;
or replacement of that old
worn out windshield wiper
that doesn't do the job any
more they would not only be
protecting themselves but all
other drivers on the highways

1. Windshields: Every pas-
senger vehicle (exceépt motor:
cveles) must be equipped with
an adequate windshield

2. Safety glass: No

3. Defective windshields or
rear windows: It is unlawful

4. SIGNS AND stickers: No
person shall drive any motor

lower corner farthest from th
driver's position or upon the
